Room 240, the largest hearing room 
at the State House, was thronged with | 
citizens today at the hearing before the’ 
legislative committee on the judiciary. 
on Representative b. R. Sullivan’s bill to 
extend the present authority of public} 
officials to further regulate the use of 
motion pictures. Lieut.-Gov. Grafton D. 
Cushing was among those who urged 
further legislation on this subject. 

A substitute’ bill was offered by But- 
ler R. Wilson, a Boston attorney, which 
became a basis 6f most of the discussion. 
The Sullivan bill would include among 
films which might be stopped those tend- 
ing to racial and religious prejudice. 
The. substitute measure extended the 
classification still further and also abol- 
ished the present joint authority over 
films shown in the city of Boston. 

At the close of the hearing today it 
was announced that the opponents would 
be heard Monday at 10:30 a. m. 

Practically all the speakers favored 
the substitute bill. There was some 
reference to a photo play now on exhi- 
bition in Boston which has aroused strong 
objection. But on the whole the discus- 
sion was in general terms about improv- 
ing conditions in motion-picture theaters. 


Mr. Cushing’s Plea 


Mr. Cushing declared that there was a 
general demand for legislation along the 
lines asked for by the complainants. “I 
am not asking for a law to satisfy the, 
desires of a single race or to stop the 
production of a single play, but. one 
that will be general in scope, allowing 
the right public authorities to stop an 
objectionable film or play,” he continued. 

“As for the specific film play in 
Boston that has aroused sudden interest 
in the subject of censoring films, I know 
nothing of it as I have not seen it. 
But a large part of the population of 
Boston is incensed over the play and 
are demanding that it be modified or 
stopped. 

“There seems to be no adequate law 
to check its performance. The mayor 
of Boston wants to stop it. He told me 
so personally.” 

Butler R. Wilson, the first speaker, 
pointed out that under the present law 
joint action by the mayor of Boston 
and the police commissioner is neces- 
sary to stop an objectionable play or 
film. Experience has shown that joint 
action of this kind tends to make the 
law ineffective. The petitioners seek 
an amendment; to the law that will 
allow a single_official to act and will 
extend the class of plays over which 
he shall have jurisdiction. 


Want Single Censor 

Explaining the bill, Mr. Wilson said 
it proposes to substitute the chief of 
the district police for the police com- 
missioner and allows either the chief or 
the mayor to check the presentation of 
an objectionable play or film. The su- 
preme and ‘superior courts are instructed 
to back these two officials in mopping 
plays and films. 

It extends the authority of ata thin 
not only to immoral and obscene shows 
and films but also to those which tend 
to create disturbance, incite riots or 
cause public disquiet. 

‘J. Mott Hallowell, Dr:’Francis Rowley 
and others appeared in favor of any leg- 
islation that would permit the stopping 
of the “Birth of a Nation” .and any 
other plays “that. tend to injure the 
public morals or jeopardize. the public 
peace.” Hon. Samuel W. McCall sent a 
letter indorsing the proposed legislation.

bestifying in cross-examination -in the 
William Barnes libel case, today, said 


that for years he tried to develop the 
good side of Mr. Barnes, make him~-a 
“useful ‘public citizen” and finally “he 
gave up this hope in 191ly In detail. 
Colonel Roosevelt told of their former 
friendship. He said he frequently —re- 
monstrated with Mr. Barnes, who “hab- 
itually” said the people were unable to 
govern themselves. 

Without praise, he said, he’ 1egarded 
Mr. Barnes as having potential ability 
and power bi he could only develop. the 
“good side.” 

“T never meant to make any malicious 
or wanton attacks on Mr. Barnés,” said 
Mr. Roosevelt. “I never meant to make 
any attack upon him if I could a¥eid it. 
When I attacked Mr. Barnes it ‘wasn’t 
wantonly.” 

The witness said that Francis J.’ Heney 
‘figst proposed to him asking Congress 
to pass the law for publicity of cam- 
paign contributions. 

Mr. Barnes’ attorney quoted Colonel 
Roosevelt’s autobiography to show “dis- 
interested men of high character” were 
among those who helped “Boss” Platt. 

“Did you mean to include Mr. Barnes 
among those men?” 

“T did not include Mr. Barnes,” he said. 

“Then why did you consult, advise and 
associate with him?” 

“Because I thought he was above the 
average political leader. I believed that 
he had it in him, if he would abandon 
his standards, to become a mose useful 
public servant and I believed there was a 
good chance of his so becoming.” 

“Then you were Mr. Barnes’ monitor 
attempting to make him a good and | 
useful citizen ?”’ 

“T never broke with him—any man— 
until I believed it hopeless to get his 
good side.” 

Mr. Roosevelt said he was working 
te develop Mr. Barnes’ good side just 
like he was working similarly with thou- 
sands of other men in the country. 

Today was Mr. Roosevelt’s fourth day 
on the witness stand at ‘his trial on 
charges of libel by William Barnes. 

Attorney Ivins hoped to conclude the 
witness’ cross-examination today, when 
court will adjourn over until Monday. 
Mr. Ivins thought it possible, however, 
that he might not be able to finish 
before Monday... 

When court reconvened Mr.’ Roosevelt 
was immediately recalled for further 
cross-examination. He -began with tes- 
timony regarding events toward the 
close of his gubernatorial term. 

Mr, Ivins sought to bring out that 
bills authorizing big printing contracts 
were passed during Mr. Roosevelt’s term 
as Governor. 

“T. don’t remember,” 
answered. 

“Is your failure of memory because 
Mr, Allds was chairman of ways and 
means committee?” 

“It was not,” he replied. 


Democratic Leadership 


“Who was the nominal leader of. the

BERLIN, Germany—The president of 
the Turkish Chamber, Halil Bey, who 
recently arrived in Berlin, subsequently 
| granted an interview to a representative 
of the Berliner Tageblatt in ltis apart- 
ments at the Hotel Adlon. 


He stated that he had been on an offi- 
cial political mission to Sofia, and, that 
he had been favorably impressed by the 
feeling prevailing in that g¢ity. The ob- ’ 
ject of his visit to Berlin was to confer 
with the leading men.on matters con-j{ 
nected with foreign policy. It was ob- 
vious that the present situation ren- 
dered it. necessary for the leading men 
of the various states to exchange their 
views with one another in person, and 
he also desired to report in Berlin the 
impressions he had gained during his 
journey through the Balkans. 

With regard to the military situation, 
Halil Bey maintained that the reports 
circulated as to the existence of a panic 
in Constantinople, and the successes of 
thé Allies in the Dardanelles were un- j{ 
true..

VIENNA, Austria—The fall of Prze- 
mysl is deplored in both the Austrian 
and the German press, but the point is 
emphasized that the fortress was not 
reduced by force of arms, and that ite 
fall can have no effect upon the general 
military situation. 
In the present phase, wrote the Pester 
Lloyd, the fortress had lost its signif- 
icance for us, and it was only a matter 
of honor on-the part of the garrison to 
hold out to the end. Przemysl has ful- 
filled its strategic mission, and more 
than fulfilled it. The. taking of its ruins 
is, today, without importance either for 
the enemy or for the progress of our 
operations. 
Neither the fall, nor the Tesistance of 
a fortress, ran the article in the Wiener 
Fremdenblatt, can decide,-a. war. The 
taking of Paris decided tie Franco-Ger- 
man war, not because Paris was a strong 
fortress but because it was the capital 
of France. In the Russo-Japanese ton- 
flict the fall of Port Arthur decided the 
war as little ax did that of Antwerp 
during the present struggle, although 
the latter was counted as th@ most- 
powerful of modern: strongholds. The 
decision rests with the armies which 
form the chief fighting force of _ the 
states. The same view was developed 
by the Neue Freie Presse, which wrote: 
The monarchy is not protected by fort-- 
resses but by the army: . The art of 
war requires points d’appui, which serve 
to impede the crossing of rivers, to pro- 
tect railways and highroads, and so 
forth. That Przemysl did to the last, 
although its fortifications had never been 
equal to those of the mighty strongholds 
of Germany and France.

‘GERMAN PUBLIC 


AND WAR SHOWN 
BY HERR HARDEN 


Writer Declares. in Newspaper 
That Press Must Let Teutons 


Recover Their Balance 


(Special to The Christian Science Monitor) 

BERLIN, Germany—Herr Maximilian 
Harden had a characteristically frank 
article in Die Zukunft recéntly on the 
German public and the war, the first part 
of which appeared to constitute a warn- 
ing to the people that they would not 
be consulted when the hour of settle- 


ment came, any more than they had 
been with regard to the conduct of the 
war. 

Hundreds of readers, he wrote, feel 
called upon to explain their ideas— 
judges, magistrates, staff officers, clergy- 
men, organists, versemakers, screw- 
makers, worthy mothers and daughters 

and what are they so greatly con- 
cerned about? Is it about their duty 
in wartime? No, it is about the war, 
and the peace which will follow it. But 
what does this valiant, zealous crowd 
of patriots know of our war, of its ori- 
gin, its position, its possibilities? Noth- 
ing but what they have read. , And that 
was written and printed not because it 
was what the writer really thought but 
because it was what ‘he considered to 
be the most suitable for the multitude. 

Following up this reference to the 
press, Herr Harden continued: We may- 
be invaded; nevertheless we go on, with- 
out the slightest reverse, from. victory 
to victory. The enemy is simply rab- 
ble, and Russia is already in dire straits, 
The French—good fellows by nature— 
have been hoodwinked by England, who 
holds Calais, Boulogne and Brest, and 
will in the end reduce the Republic to 
a vassal state. Every Briton is a rascad. 
Trade in England is at a standstill. Her 
financidl power is not to be compared 
with our own. Catastrophe is near at 
hand. And_so on. 

The press, Herr Harden maintained, 
must let the Germans recover their bal- 
ance. Do not deceive them, he wrote, 
morning, noon and night with perpetual 
heaven-vlue skies and_ triumphal 
marches. Germany has hard work 
in front of her, harder even than she 
has had during seven terrible months— 
and therein she should be proud, while 
sure of her capacity to endure. He who 
from vanity belittles the strength of 
the foe, thereby weakens his own arm 
and his own ability.

SERVING IN WAR 


English Capital Receives First 
Account From Canadian Eye 
Witness of Division at Front— 


Flanders Area Sketched 


(Special to The Christian Science Monitor) 

LONDON—The first account from the 
Canadian Eye Witness at the front, 
which hag just been issued for publica- 
tion, is of a specially interesting char- 
acter, and affords another vivid view of 
the conditions at the front. 

None can examine what, for want of 
a better name, is called “the Front” of 
this amazing war, the writer says, with- 
out realizing the truth of what has been 
so often said, that it is a war almost 
without a front. As one approaches 
from a distance the actual point of con- 
tact between the opposing forces, one is 
struck even more and more by the im- 
mense numbers which are converging, 
as it seems, for some great military pur- 
pose. But the nearer the front ap- 
proaches the more completely does all 
that is spectacular disappear, until 
finally, the flower of the youth of Eu- 
rope disappears, and is swallowed up by 
immense, but barely visible lines of 
field fortifications. 

And now the Canadian division, too, 
The long, the 
tedious winter-discomfort of Salisbury 
Plain, never resented, but always dis- 
liked, already seems far away. 

.After alluding to the importance of 
not recounting anything that might be 
of use to the Germans and the .restric- 
tions which this impose upon any chron- 
icle of events, the writer says that it is 
still possible whilst observing all necs- 
sary caution to give a general picture 
of the Canadian division which will be 
full of interest. 


In Flanders 


Resuming his story he says: It is not 
necessary to describe the journey of the 
Canadian division to its present position. 
It is, however, worth while recalling 
the march made by the division past’an 
army corps commander and his staff 
with whom it was to be closely. asso- 
ciated. Those who watched the troops 
defile in the gray square market-place 
of a typical Flanders town were experi- 
enced judges of the quality of soldiers, 
No one desires in such a connection to 
use exaggerated danguage, and it is, 
therefore, unnecessary to say more than 
that the unanimous view of those who 
watched so intently and so critically was: 
that, judging. the men by their physique 
and their soldierly swing no more prom- 
ising troops had come to swell our ranks 
since the day the expeditionary force 
landed in France. , 

* By this time, the writer continues, 
every one is familiar by description with 
the general outline of life in the 
trenches, and those held by the Cana- 
dians naturally do not differ from others.. 


But it is strange to a Canadian and 


deeply interesting to study the tiny 
town, in which the troops in repose aré 
billeted, and. on the hustling life to 
which they have already stamped so 
much of their individuality. Picture to 
yourself a narrow street, .the center 


paved, the sides of tenacious mud. Line | 


it on each side with houses rather 
squalid, and with a few unimportant 
stores. Add a chateau, not a grand one, 
for the heaiquarters, a modest office for 
the staff, and you have a fair conception 
of the billeting place which shelters that 
part of the division which reposes. But 
this town is like many other towns in 
this unattractive country. Its interest 
to ‘us lies in the tenants of the moment.

Surances to Thomas 'C, ‘Platt that te 
would, in the event of his election, re- 
‘spect the Senator’s position’ as head of 


the Republican party and would “con- 


sult with him freely and fully on én im- 
portant matters.” 
He. testified that he did confer witi) 
But, he added, he did so with 
regard to ‘the interests of, thé party, 
with a genuine desire to keep the Re- 
publican party together and minimize 
“the centriftigal influences” Within that 
party and’prevent it from:flying asunder. 
During-the, first. part of his cross- 
examination Mr. Ivins brought from the 
former President the statement that he 
_ knew thé constitution of the state of 
- New York provides that no maw is elig- 
ible to the office of. Governor unless he 
has been a,resident of the state for five 
years prior to the date of his election 
and that he “had made an affidavit the 
year previous to his own election that 
he was and for some time had been a 
resident of Washington. é 
Colonel Roosevelt’s counsel: made no 
objection whatever to fhe line of ques- 
tioning which elicited these statements. 


. Mr. Quigg’s Letter 


The letter written by Mr. Quigg 
was read. In part it was as follows: 
: “Sept. 10,1898. 

“My Dear Mr. Roosevelt—The senator 
(Platt) thinks that you should come to 
New York on Wednesday or Thursday of 
next week. The senator says that he is 
going to make one more effort to induce 
Governor Black to withdraw. He does 
not mean that he will offer him any 
terms, but simply that he will try to 
convineé him that in justice to himself, 
not less than the Republican party, he 
(Should get out of the way. 

“And now he (Platt) has decided and 
is ready to take~his position. Perhaps 
since: your interview is so shortly to take 
place with him, jt might be well for me 
to repeat to you precisely the report I 
made to him at your attitude on my re- 
turn from Montauk. 


Nomination Proposition

[RHUBARB AND SOME WAYS TO-SERVE IT 


The retorn of:rhubarb to the markets. 
sets the housekeeper to looking“ up, -all 
the? old: ays of cooking it, as well-as 
hunti my a few new ideas for its serv- 
ing. This tart spring delicacy needs 
plenty of sugar to render ‘it palatable 
to most tastes, although ‘some persons 
prefer its sour tang and do not: ‘want 
the edge taken off of it. 

~Rhubarb was called. pie-plant in our 
grandmothers’ day, and pie is still its 
most popular vehicle. Here is a ‘recipe 
for-it, served in this form, followed by 
several other, ways of preparing it as 
a dessert. 

Rhubarb Pie—Wash, trim aaa cut 
enough rhubarb to make three cupfuls, 
put it in a saucepan and cover with 
boiling water, let stand 10 minutes, then 
drain; this dtaws off some of the acid. 
Line a pie plate with good paste,, turn 
in the rhubarb, add a cup of sugar, a 
tablespoon .of ginger syrup and bake a 
delicate’ ‘brown. Serve with powdered 
sugar: or cold with whipped: cream. 

Baked Souffle—Strain enough stewed

Possibilities of International 
Cooperation in Avoiding Occa- 
sions for War, One of the 
Topics—Some of the Speakers 


‘MOHONK LAKE, N. Y¥.—John Bas- 
sett Moore of Columbia University will 
preside over the twenty-first Lake Mo- 
honk conference on international arbi- 
tration, to be held here on the invitation 
of Daniel Smiley May 19-21. 

The announcement..of the conferente 
declares that its scope is not to be re- 
garded as excluding consideration of ‘the 
interest of neutrals or of the world at 
large in-the present European war and 
its effects. However, there will not be 
discussion of the causes and conduct’ of 
the war in the form of direct criticism 
of specific policies or acts of, any. bel- 
ligerent or group of belligerents, 

Emphasis will be laid on the possibil- 
ities of international cooperation in 
avoiding occasions for war and in the 
improvement of machinery for the set- 
tlement of differences. Special subjects 
will include the possibilities of Pan- 
American influence for peacé, and those 
of international regulation of arma- 
ments. The question of the feasibility 
of a league of peace will also be given 
specia] ‘attention.

NAMED IN RECESS 


WASHINGTON — Controller of the 
Treasury Downey has written an opinion 
in the case of W. A. Shelton, given a 
recess appointment by President Wilson 
as United States marshal in Missouri, 
which probably will govern the course of 
government disbursing officers in similar 
cases and may result in officials so ap- 
pointed under certain conditions finding 
themselves serving without pay. / 

Mr. Sheldon was appointed |by the 
President on March 10, after Congress 
adjourned and after a previous nominee 
has been rejected by the Senate, to fill a 
vacancy first existing on Feb. 16. He 
wrote to the controller inquiring whether 
he could pay himself a voucher for 
salary from March 23 to March 31. The 
controller, whose word is final on dis- 
bursements, replied in the negative. 

The opinion is based on a section of 
the revised statutes forbidding payment 
of salary pending confirmation to’ any 
person appointed during a Senate recess 
to fill a vacancy, if the vacancy existed 
while the Senate was in session and 
was to be filled by and with the advice 
and consent of the Senate. 

The controller points out that con- 
firmation at a subsequent Senate ses- 
sion, authorizes payment of the salary 
from the date of the appointment.

GREAT BRITAIN’S YEAR’S- 
REVENUE IS AT RECORD 


(Special to The Christian Science Monitor) 
LONDON—There probably has meyer 
been an annual balance sheet more 


interestedly scanned in Great Britain 
than the one fer the year ending March 
31, 1915. The country’s revenue is the 
highest on record and exceeds t esti- 
mates by £17,488,000, the total receipts 
amounting to the huge sum of £226,- 
394,000. That a result of this character 
has -been ‘obtained with two thirds ‘of 
the- revenue period. under the abnormal 
conditions now prevailing is a matter 
‘for gratification’to both the uation and 
the chancellor of the exchequer. Had 
it not been for the war the revenue 
would have exceeded the expenditure by 
about _£25,000,000, which really repre- 
sents the amount contributed out of 
the nation’s income to-its immense out- 
lay on the war. A further interesting 
feature lies in the fact that if the £24;- 
300,000, which the new taxation was 
estimated to produce in the year under 
review, is. deducted from ‘the total 
revenue of the year, there is still an 
expansion. in income over that of the 
previous year of £4,151,000, or a normal 
2 per cent increase which every chanéel- 
lor in normal times has a right to 
expect. 

With regard to expenditure in respect 
of the war, it is encouraging to note 
that the estimates exceeded the actual 
expenditure by a little over £9,250,000, 
the total disbursed on account of tie 
war being £352,856,000, whilst the chan- 
cellor’s estimate in November allowed 
for £362,223,000. ,

The President’s Reply 


THE reply of President Wilson, made through the Secretary 
of State, to the German government, in response to the note pre- 
sented by Count von Bernstorff, is a state document of the first 
importance. The note of the German ambassador, as well as its 
manner of presentation, had been somewhat provocative. -A poli- 
tician might have been tempted to travel outside the strict area of 
the question at issue, in order, by reference to extraneous matters, 
to pass the ambassador’s guard” Mr. Wilson is too much of a 
Statesman to give way to such a temptation, and his reply loses 
nothing in force from what it gains in moderation and courtesy. 
The relations of Berlin and Washington have been so close and so 
cordial for so many. years, and Count von Bernstorff has himself 
been such a persona grata in official and social circles, that the 
President finds it possible to approach Berlin with a frankness 
_ which might otherwise have proved difficult, and whilst questioning 
the method of presentation adopted by the Ambassador, and differ- 
ing from his conclusions, to feel assured that the friendship of the 
two nations will remain unimpaired. 

In such circumstances the President confines his reply to the 
two main issues involved in the German note, the question of the 
relations existing between the United Kingdom and the United 
States as to the interruption of the trade routes, and the question 
of the neutral position of the United States towards the bellig- 
erents in general. 
note signed by Mr. Bryan points out that the criticisms of the German 
note are scarcely appropriate. ‘The matters at issue so clearly 
concern the United Kingdom and. the United States alone, that 
they scarcely come within the purview of a third party. So obvious 
is this that the Secretary of State hints, by no means obscurely, that 
this is one of the matters to which he would not have expected the 
Ambassador to refer. It is, indeed, surely as completely out of 
place as a criticism of the attitude of the government of the United 


States towards the sinking of the “William P. Frye’ would be 


coming from Sir Cecil Spring Rice. 

The second question raised by Count von Bernstorff, that of the 
neutrality of the United States, is, of course, a perfectly legitimate 
one, though it is one on which the government in Washington, as 
Mr. Bryan points out, has repeatedly explained its attitude. The 
war found the United States in the exact position of the other neutral 
nations. That is to say, its markets were open to all countries in 
which to purchase contraband of war, always provided they were 
themselves prepared to undertake the exportation. As the war 
progressed, and German commerce was driven from the seas, it 
became manifest that only the Allies would be able to avail them- 
selves of the markets in the United States. For this turn of events. 
it is perfectly obvious, the United States was in no way to be held 
responsible, but for the government, at such a moment, to have 
interfered, in order, by an arbitrary interference with trade, to save 
Germany from the effects of her inability to hold her own on the 
seas, would have been not mérely an act of discrimination, but that 
serious thing, disguised in diplomatic parlance, as an unfriendly act. 
It is, of course, perfectly open to the manufacturers of arms in the 
United States, in their private capacity, to decline such contracts. In 
one case, that of Clarence Howard, of the Commonwealth Steel Com- 
pany, this was done, though not for partizan, but for purely humani- 
tarian reasons. The government, however, is neither a private citi- 
zen nor a private corporation ; and, this being so, it felt, as Mr. Bryan 
points out, that the placing of an embargo on the trade in arms, at 
the present moment, would constitute “a direct violation of the neu- 
trality of the United States.” 

One other of the objections, raised by Count von Bernstorff, Mr. 
Bryan does take notice of, but only in order to correct the impression 
conveyed by the German note. It is not correct, the Secretary of 
State insists, to declare that Washington has acquiesced in the abro- 
gation of the rights of neutrals by the United Kingdom. The gov- 
ernment of the United States has acquiesced in nothing at all except 
those rights bestowed, on all belligerents alike, by international 
agreement. 

Such is the tenor of the note which Mr. Bryan, declining to 
follow the initiative of the German Ambassador, in delivering it to 
the press without obtaining the consent of the State Department, has 
issued to the press with the full concurrence of the German Ambas- 
sador. It deals in the most considerate way with Count von Bern- 
storff’s argument, and every one not blinded by partizanship will be 
glad of this. The position of the German Ambassador, in Wash- 
ington, at the present moment, cut off, to a great extent, from 
communication with his government, and troubled hourly by ques- 
tions of a most complex and perplexing nature, is one of extreme 
difficulty. In facing it Count von Bernstorff has exhibited a readi- 
ness of resource, an unruffled temper, and an unquestionable courage 
which deserves the gratitude of his country. We may not all appre- 


ciate the new diplomacy, but we may all bear witness to the fact that ° 


the German Ambassador, being in it, has carried out Polonius’ advice 
to bear himself so that the opposed beware of him. 


Temperance Trends in Massachusetts 


A TENNESSEE advocate of national prohibition of the -liquor 
traffic, speaking in Boston recently, called attentiori to the interesting 
fact that a majority of Massachusetts’ congressmen, when this issue 
came to test in the House of Representatives, opposed federal action 
and fel\ back on the state rights argument; and this at a time When 
southern states, historically identified with the state rights theory, 
were furnishing almost solid delegations favoring use of federal 
power. It is well that this point is being raised, for it provokes 
the further inquiry whether the nominal reason given by these 
congressmen is the one that really influences them. Many of their 
constituents will doubt it.. Influences far more concrete and _per- 
suasive than a belief in a doctrine @f government are operative, we 
venture to affirm. Likewise the course of. events in _ Massachu- 
setts state Legislature since the session opened have béen somewhat 
disconcerting to friends of temperance and are forcing them to

Conservation in British Columbia 


INDUSTRIAL depression in British Columbia has been felt 
The recession of trade came 


severely during the last few months. 
to that quarter of the Dominion as it came to Canada in general, 
and as it came to the United States, suddenly and somewhat in the 
nature of a surprise. Business enterprise had been nearly at tlie 
top rtotch in British Columbia for a decade or so. Expansion was 
the order of the day. Credits were granted freely, money was 
plentiful, the country was opening up. One morning it was found 
that credits were being restricted, that loans were being called, that 
expansion had ceased, that labor had to shift for itself. The story 
need not be retold. It is quite familiar above and below the border 
line. British Columbia has been passing through’ a trying expe- 
rience. And it has been thinking. | | 


Within the boundaries of British Columbia are natural resources | 


from which a population. many times greater than the province 
boasts could draw an abundance of the things called comforts as 
well as the things called: necessaries. There is opportunity for 
occupation within its borders for many times the number of men 
who have been living in what is called enforced idleness since last 
autumn. British Columbia has great forests and great mines, great 
fisheries, fertile land areas, and yet there has been want among its 
people during the past winter. , 

One of the prime causes of the predicament in which the prov- 
ince finds itself is that its natural resources have to a great extent 
passed into the hands of those who will neither develop them nor 
allow others to do so. Its forests, mines, farm lands, fisheries, and 
so on, have been “plucked.” They are contributing little or nothing 
toward the upkeep of the population. The pluckers are not working 
the “rights” of which they. have become possessed.. They are wait- 
ing for the provinceto grow rich in some other way. They want 
to bask, so to. speak, in the unearned increment. ; 

But the pluckers, in this matter,’are really as unwise as the 
people who allowed themselves to be plucked. The province will 
not thrive under these conditions: Only labor can lead it to pros- 


perity, and labor must be provided inducement and reward. All. | 


the natural resources of ‘British Columbia are not tied up, but 
enough ‘of them are in the hands of speculators and “waiters” to 
discourage enterprise and to check development. The people of 
British Columbia, manifestly, must take measures to relieve them- 
selves of such a load. It can be done very quickly, we believe, by 
making the holding of unimproved land unprofitable, by making it 
an expensive luxury. They know how to go to work to accomplish 
this, because they have experimented sticcessfully with the plan in 
some of their towns and cities. The best kind of conservation is that 
which insures development for the common welfare. This, as we 
understand it, is the kind of conservation the British Columbians are 
now bent on putting into operation. If they shall put it into opera- 


tion they will, wé are confident, soon have a very different story 


to tell.
